 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 10 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 11

 (A) THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY FINDS THAT: 17 

 

  (1) WHILE STATE AND PRIVATELY FUNDED TRANSIT–ORIENTED 18 

DEVELOPMENT IS PARAMOUNT AND NECESSARY FOR THE ORDERLY ECONOMIC 19 

DEVELOPMENT OF THE STATE, SUCH DEVELOPMENT SHOULD BE PURSUED IN A 20 

MANNER THAT EXTENDS BENEFITS TO AND MINIMIZES NEGATIVE IMPACTS ON 21 

THE COMMUNITIES IN AND ADJACENT TO THE DEVELOPMENT; 22 

 

  (2) IN ORDER TO PRESERVE AND ENHANCE THE STATE’S DIVERSE 23 

CULTURAL FABRIC IN COMMUNITIES AFFECTED BY TRANSIT–ORIENTED 24

property, the real or personal property received shall be held and accounted for in the 23 

same manner as other property under the jurisdiction and control of the unit of the 24 

State government that receives the real or personal property. 25 

 

 (c) (1) Except as provided in [paragraph (2)] PARAGRAPHS (2) AND (3) 26 

of this subsection, if cash is received as consideration for the disposition of a capital 27 

asset of the State or any unit of the State government, the cash shall be applied to the 28 

State Annuity Bond Fund Account for the payment of the principal of and interest on 29 

the bonded indebtedness of the State. 30 
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  (2) IF THE CAPITAL ASSET IS REAL PROPERTY THAT IS BEING 1 

LEASED OR SOLD TO A PRIVATE PARTY FOR THE PURPOSE OF REALIZING A 2 

TRANSIT–ORIENTED DEVELOPMENT AS DEFINED UNDER § 7–101 OF THE 3 

TRANSPORTATION ARTICLE, AT THE DISCRETION OF THE STATE AGENCY THAT 4 

IS DISPOSING OF THE PROPERTY, ALL OR A PORTION OF THE CASH PROCEEDS 5 

RESULTING FROM THE TRANSACTION SHALL BE DEPOSITED IN THE BALTIMORE 6

received as consideration for the disposition of helicopters, auxiliary helicopter 14 

equipment, ground support equipment, or other capital equipment related to 15 

helicopters shall be applied to the State Annuity Bond Fund Account for the payment 16 

of the principal of and interest on the bonded indebtedness of the State. 17

real or personal property of the State or any unit of the State government, other than 19 

a capital asset, the cash shall be accounted for and paid into the State Treasury.

 (m) “Transit–oriented development” means a mix of private or public parking 23 

facilities, commercial and residential structures, and uses, improvements, and 24 

facilities customarily appurtenant to such facilities and uses, that: 25 

 

  (1) Is part of a deliberate development plan or strategy involving: 26 

 

   (i) Property that is adjacent to the passenger boarding and 27 

alighting location of a planned or existing transit station; or 28 

 

   (ii) Property, any part of which is located within one–half mile 29 

of the passenger boarding and alighting location of a planned or existing transit 30 

station; 31 

 

  (2) Is planned to maximize the use of transit, walking, and bicycling 32 

by residents and employees; and 33 

 

  (3) Is designated as a transit–oriented development by: 34 
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   (i) The Secretary, after considering a recommendation of the 1 

Smart Growth Subcabinet established under § 9–1406 of the State Government 2 

Article; and 3 

 

   (ii) The local government or multicounty agency with land use 4 

and planning responsibility for the relevant area. 5 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 6 

October 1, 2012. 7
